Development of. Commercial Synthetic Process, 
Cheaper Than Natural Gum, Announced 


PRANKFORT-ON-MAIN (Germany) Nov. 12. Important progress by 
the German chemical industry since the war, including the development of 


perimentation in producing synthetic 
rubber to apply for world patents and 
that synthetic rubber will soon ap- 
pear on the world markets as a com- 
‘mercial commodity. The synthetic 
product is declared to be the equal 
of the natural rubber and cheaper in 
cost of production, thus permitting 
its active competition with the nat- 


Dr. A. Von Weinberg, a privy-coun- 
cillor and director of Farbenindustrie, 
explained that the synthetic rubber 
is obtained by “contact synthesis,” 
a which has been under ex- 
perimentation ever since the war.

ignorance as to how the government 
got ita information. McMullin nev- 
er came under suspicion and two 
days after the mistrial was ordered he 
was asked to make an affidavit based 
upon the false reports he said he had 
signed concerning the activities of 
Lamb. “the government agent” to 
whom Burns referred in making lis 
charge of jury tampering by the gov- 


ernment, 

As the story related by Gor- 
don, McMullin declined to do 80 
until he could see the report deal- 
ing with Lamb. He was sparring for 
time. until he could see Roberts. He 
was told to return to Philadelphia 
which he did after reporting to Rob- 
erts. The original report had been 
sent to New York and a Burns agent 
was ordered to take it to Washing- 
ton so McMullin could see it. 

Meantime Roberts had told Me- 
Mullin to make the affidavit as re- 
quested. Frank J. OReilly. another 
Burns man, made another affidavit 
which was presented to Justice Sid- 
dons along with that of McMullin. 
Government counsel were kept in- 
formed of every move by the Burns 
men and naturally learned that the 
affidavits had been prepared. 

Long was kept around the Court- 
house from the beginning of the 
grand jury investigation and in or- 
der to camouflage the real purpose 
for which he was wanted, Dist.-Atty. 
Gordon summoned all of the private 
operatives to Washington. 

Time and again the operatives were 
taken into the grand jury room sing- 
ly and asked a few questions then ex- 
cused. Gordon said his information 
was that they reported to William J. 
Burns as to what they had told the 
jurors and were told that they had 
done fine in not telling the grand 
jury anything. 

On the day that Burns was an- 
nouncing the filing of the affidavits 
directed against Lamb, McMullin was 
in the office of Neil Burkinshaw, As-~ 
sistant District Attorney in charge of 
the investigation, preparing an Be 4 


from his contact with the operatives. 


ELABORATE PRECAUTIONS 


Gordon and Burkinshaw took elab- 
orate precautions to deceive Burns 
and his own men as to what was 
going on behind the scenes scarcely 
a dozen feet away. The Burns men 
were hustied in and out of the grand 
jury room while McMullin was dic- 
tating to a stenographer. 

When the dictation was over «4 
notary was sent for and taken quiet- 
ly into another room. McMullin was 
escorted to the grand jury room, sworn 
under the name of Long and, as 
Burkinshaw himself put it, was asked 
a number of meaningless questions 
by the young assistant prosecutor. 
When word went in that the trans- 
cribing of the affidabit had been 
completed, Long was hustied into 
still another room, where he read, 
swore to and signed the affidavit 
while there again was a procession 
of Burns men passing in review be- 
fore the grand jury. 

Burkinshaw explained that he de- 
cided to work right under the eyes 
of Burns and his men because if he 
met McMullin away from the Court- 
house their suspicions would have 
been aroused. He was ve 
that his plan might go awry, but ap- 
parently it was successful. 

McMullin finally told his whole 
story to the grand jury today for the 
first time after Pinchot had testi- 
fied. Monday the Burns, father and 
two sons, W. Sherman and Raymond, 
and their operatives will be recalled 
and given an opportunity to amplity 
their previous testimony. Most of 
them have been before the J 
1 twice and some even more t& 

at. | 

From the time of the mistrial the 
Burns men knew, as they put it, that 
they had been “sold out,” but they 
professed complete ignorance as to 
the identity of the person from whom 
the government got its informa 
They even questioched newspaper 
men on that point. 

And during the twelve days they 
were in doubt, McMullin 
with them freely, attending what 
Gordon described as their “pep” 
meetings, at which the grand jury 
investigation was discussed seriSus- 
ly and facetiously, and promptly re- 
porting to Dist.-Atty. Gordon or to 
Burkinshaw by telephone. Some- 
times his reports went in while the 
meetings were in progress and Gor- 
don said he had difficulty in under- 
standing because of the “hilaTity” of 
the other operatives in a near-by 
room 


These meet conginued until the 
early hours the mornings and 
Gordon and Burkinshaw said they 


at 


receive reports from McMullin. This 
operative told Gordon that he had 
been directed by his slperiors to 
stick to the story of his reports 
when he testified before the grand 


jury. 

Far from suspecting McMullin, 
William J. Burns, according to the 
operative, frequently praised him and 
patted him on the back when he 
reported he had told the grand jury 
nothing, and even called upon him 
to drive him around Washington in 
his car which he brought from Phil- 
adelphia at Burns’s request. 


RUNNING IN CIRCLES 

Besides the report as to Lamb, Me- 
Mullin told the prosecutors that he 
had been required to make a num- 
ber of other false reports, including 
one that he had been in near-by 
Maryland. He said he never had 
been out of the city of Washington 
while on the operation except to go 
back to Philadelphia occasionally and 
that the report that he shadowed 
Juror Norman J. Glascock to Po- 
tomac Flying Field near here was 
a “sheer fabrication.” 

This was known to the Burns men, 
he asserted, adding that after he 
had sworn to the affidavit that he 
he i seen Lamb and Glascock at that 
field, his superiors took him there 
so that he would know the “lay of 
the land” if the grand jury ques- 
tioned him about that particular re- 


port. | 

While previously informed by Mc- 
Mullin that this report was fab- 
ricated, Gordon explained that he 
summoned Lamb and Glascock before 
the grand jury for questioning about 
it so as to further mislead Burns 
and his operatives as to the extent 
of the government's information. 

While this phase of the inquiry v s 
going forward, Gordon said he was 
informed that Burns told his men 
that they had the government prose- 
cutors running around in circles” 
and that they had nothing to worry 
about. 

“It now seems appropriate,” Gor- 
don remarked with a smile, “that we 
should ask, ‘who's running around in 
circles now?’” 

After Gordon had concluded his 
statement to the correspondents, Pin- 
chot, who had remained at the Court- 
house for more than an hour, de- 
clared that McMullin had come to 
him “freely and out of patriotic loy- 
alty to the government; asked no 
promise of reward, though he was

PURSE STRING TIGHTENED

CHICAGO (Ill.) Nov. 
Tyrus Cobb, who has been called 
the Georgia Peach and «a lot of 
other things, is out of a job. As Mr. 
Cobb is the owner of something 
close to $1,000,000 his loss of employ- 
ment is of no significance to him. The 
significant feature is that Cobb is 


not employed just at this time be- 
cause the American League, in which 
he spent his baseball career, is not 
exactly flush with ready money. Of 
course, the age of Mr. Cobb also has 
worked to his disadvantege, but if 
the junior major league hadn't suf- 
fered a poor season this year, it is a 
downright certainty that at least one 
of the eight owners would be willing 
to take a chance on the fading star's 
drawing powers at the turnstiles. — 

Last season, his first in any uni- 
ferm except that of a Detroit Tiger, 
Cobb was paid something like $60,- 
00C in salary, bonus for signing and 
bonus for a few other things. If 
his reputation meant anything, he 
may have been worth at least two- 
thirds of the amount, but as he was 
hhed on the hunch that he might 
elevate the Athletics to the role of 
pennant winners, he turned out to 
be a poor investment. Therefore, 
when his case came up recently be- 
fore Manager Connie Mack, the latter 
didn’t hesitate about giving the vet- 
eran an unconditional release in lieu 
of another fat contract.

When Mack parted with Cobb's 
services he naturally was thinking of 
how the club had drawn patrons in 
1927. The start of the season was 
fine. The fans had been fed up on a 
lot of “hooie” about the Athletics 
being sure-fire pennant Winners 80 
business’ was brisk but it wasn't long 
before the Yankees began to show 
the rest of the league a clean pair of 
heels. This was discouraging to the 
Quaker City fans who had been 
kidded into thinking they'd see a 
world’s series, so they promptly quit

It wasn't long before Mack was 
convinced that he had been far too 
generous, also overanxious, when he

Only about 
two clubs in the parent major could 
afford to hire him, unless he lowers 
his idea of appropriate pay for a man 
of his experience. One is Chicago, 
the other New York, but the former 
w hardly likely to enter into any 
spirited bidding for his services, and 
there is no reason to think the 
Giants are going to throw away any 
money unless Cobb is fatrly certain 
to give value received. 

There is an 
such men as Cobb that any manager 
or owner should take into considera- 
tion. Giving Cobb around $60,000 a 
season probably didn’t help the mor- 
ale of any of the other players on 
Mack's roster. One man known to be 
dissatisfied was Al Simmons, who 
had been offered about $7500 just 
after the club had announced the ac- 
quisition of Cobb at a big price. The 
signing of Speaker by Washington at 
an equally ridiculous figure had the 
same effect on some of the Senators.

Shouweiler and Aides to 
Pay Fines Besides Going to 
_ Federal Penitentiary 


Marvin BE. Shouweliler, asserted head 
of one of the largest rum-smuggling 
tings on the Pacific Coast, was sen- 
tenced to two years in McNeil Island 
penitentiary and fined $5000 yesterday 
when he appeared before U. S. District 

James for sentence. 

Thomas J. Murphy, chief aide to 
Shouweller, was sentenced to McNeil 
penitentiary for a period of eighteen 
months and fined $3000. The other 
defendants and their sentences are: 
Isaac Fairbanks, fifteen months in 
Federal prison; Walter Marion 
Thompson, fifteen months in Fed- 
eral prison; Gaylord H. M. Harwood 
and James Sowter, four months in 
the County Jail. 

The sentence given Chouweller, who 
admitted on the witness stand that 
he is a bootlegger but denied any 
connection with the conspiracy as- 
serted by the government in its in- 
dictment, is one of the heaviest on 
record in Vederal Court here. Under 
the law a maximum sentence of two 
years and a fine of $10,000 is the 
heaviest penalty. 

According to Asst. F. 8. Atty. Ohan- 
nesian, who conductc! the prosecu- 
tion, the conviction of the six de-

The defendants, it is assert- 
ed, have refused corporation trucks 
the right to cross a twenty-foot 
stretch which leads from the State 
highway to tidewater. 

The corporation recently was given 
a permit to drill for oll at tidewater 
at Seacliffe, by action of the Survey- 
or-General of the State. The com- 
pany maintains that the twenty-foot 
strip over which trucks have been 
stopped by armed guards is part of a 
highway system.

Joan Crawford, opposite Haines. 
gives one of the best performances 
she has ever rendered. It is light 
and airy. and in the dramatic se. 
quences she acquits herself admi-

The remainder of the supporting 
cast is uniformly good.

E SEEMS peculiarly kind of the chrysan 
7 chemeuins to come into such luxuriant and 
brilliant bloom when even California gar- 
dens are thinking of a period of repose. The 
best of the dahlias have passed, but at about 
Thanksgiving time the chrysanthemum is 
in its glory, and blessed is he who has his 
garden full of them! 


It is an old flower, the chrysanthemum, 
akin to the Artemisias of the old gardens. 
The show flower, as we know it, is a 
blended product of a species which grows 
wild in China and Japan—Chrysanthemum 
miticum, and Chrysanthemum morifolium 
of the gardens. The great vogue of the 
chrysanthemum in America began with the 
debut of “Mrs. Alpheus Hardy” in ISSS. 
This gorgeous flower, of what was then 
considered extraordinary size, took the gar- 
deaing world by storm, and the vogue of the 
big chrysanthemum has lasted cver since. 
it woul] be har! to find a more impressive 
flower for exhibition. 

In later years there has been a reaction in 
favor of the smaller types, the bush forms, 


and the old-fashioned chrysanthemum of aur 


grandmothers’ time, wherefore the buttons 
and pompons have again dom into our gar- 
dens. Not in their old form. however. but 
in great variety and richness of color and in 
increasing delicacy of shape. which make 
them a very delightfal addition to the au- 
tumn. garden. 


The typical forms so far as the gardener 
is concerned not the. botanist—-are the 
single, of which the characteristic is the set 
of ray-like petals about a central disk 1. 
way be almost daisy-like, or the petals may 
bo crowded, but as this is its character, a 
ray-like set of petals about a flat disk, the 
gardeners call it single.“ The anemone. 
flowered has a raised cone-like center which 
is very definite. Then there is the pompon, 
with the petals so closely set that no center 
at all is visible—and the intermediate type, 
known as the “decorative” pompon, with 
more loosely set petals. The other form is 
the exhibition or standard, the great flower- 
heads with incurved or outward-curving pet. 
als, and great variation of form. These 
rather rough classifications describe the 
xroups as the gardens know them. 


The chrysanthemum is easy of culture 
especially in Southern California. Here the 
gardener is not haunted by the menace of 
frosts which keop the eastern gardener 
awake at night (unless he grows his beau 
ties in a greenhouse) and causes him to 
have in readiness all sorts of coverings to 
throw over the lovely heads when a cold 
night looms. Here, outdoor grown chrysan- 
themums can bloom in peace until Christ 
mas time. Any good soll will serve, says 
F. II. Clarke, the chrysanthemum expert of 
Pasadena, and when budding has begun, 
from then until blossom time is the time 
to enrich the soil and to give plenty of 
water. Cow manure is safest for the ama- 
teur, says Mrs Clark, though she and Mr. 
(lark use a variety of fertilizers-—dried 
blood, tankage, and some highly concen- 
trated commercial fertilizers. Also, don't 
irrigate. Chrysanthemums prefer overhead 
watering the old-tashioned kind that the 
„tens send, or as near an imitation of it 
ae Possible.

to choose 


For those who like a gorgeous flower, 
umptuous in color and stately in form, 
‘mong the best sorts are New Jersey, pic 
tured here, whose petals are faintly tinted 
with a clear shell pink: Bronze Turner, 
Majestic. Thanksgiving pink, which is a 
warm lilac: the splendid Pocketts, Louisa 
Yellow VPockett, and Pockett's Crim- 
son, William Turner- these are only a few. 
\inong the Anemones, Triumph, a new va 
riety, is a magnificent chrysanthemum: if 
(isbudded,. the bloom will measure some 
tithes six or eight inches across—the color 
is «4 warm golden bronze. Buff Queen is 
another beauty among the Anemones, but 
softer in tint and beautifully shaded. 

For those who do not take their chrysan- 
themums quite so large, there are among 
the Anemones ola, which makes a fine

. Besides choosing the varieties, it is well 
for the novice to visit about a bit and 
observe how carefully the staking and tying 
are done. When the tall beauties are in row» 
usually there are two, or sometimes three, 
rows of wire between stakes and the flower 
stems are secured to these with rama not 
tightly tied, but so that the storms will not 
devastate. Also, the chrysanthemum grower 
consoles himself, if the bleoms do suffer 
from violent rains, the buds will be unhurt 
and presently all will be blooming serenely 
again.

Pasadena s Farm Tract Provides Satisfactory Disposal Outlet for Three 
unicipalities—Modern Treatment Plant Converts Solids Into “al- 
uable Fertilizer—Water Purified, Does Irrigation Duty

to called the arrangement under which the 
cities of Pasadena, South Pasadena and 
Alhambra are regulating the disposal of 
their sewage. It sums up, in technical lan- 
guage a plan whereby the municipal trio 
not only get rid of their sewage, but con 
F at the same time to make some use 

t. 

That any city should be able effectively 
to accomplish such an énd seems to call 
for commendation, since sewage disposal is 
for most communities a problem as difficult 
as it is pressing. The three cities named 
are turning the trick by utilizing a modern 
sewage treatment plant in combination 
with Pasadena’s municipal farm. 

About twenty years ago the Crown City 
acquired a farm of about five hundred acres 
on the Valley Boulevard eight miles east of 
Los Angeles, adjoining the city limits of Al- 
hambra. Those backing the undertakin, 
bad in mind some such plan as has since 
been worked out—namely, the utilization of 
sewage, and the water required for flushing 
it, for agricultural purposes. Many will 
remember the troubles Pasadena encoun- 
tered in getting the plan started. The whole 
countryside, it seemed, objected violently 
to the idea of disposing of sewage in such 
an open fashion, and criticisms flew thick 
and fast. 
and gradually developed its idea. Fiow- 
ers and ornamental plants for the Crown 
City parks were grown at first and then an 
orange grove and walnut orchard were es- 
tablished. In the course time, feld 
crops were added. 


Today, forty acres of the land is utilized | 


for a sewage disposal plant and the rest is 
intensively farmed. Those who formerly 
protested are willing to concede that the 
layout is remarkably free from objectionable 
features. Seventy acres is devoted to cit- 
rus, mostly navel oranges. Walnuts grow 
on thirty acres. There is some alfalfa, for 
the mules maintained on the place; some 
vegetables are grown for the farm help. 
Field crops cover a large acreage. Some 


ornamentals are still grown for the Pasa- . 


dena parks, and about seven acres is leased 
to a seedsman for flower seed production. 
And the whole tract is irrigated from sew- 
age water, and kept in a state of fertility by 
the use of treated sewage. 


Potatoes, corn and other crops have been 
grown, and grown to perfection, on this city- 
owned farm, but for the past two seasons 
bush Uma beans have been the main field 
crop. Last year the farm boasted fine 
yields of citrus fruits, walnuts and beans. 
The municipality holds memberships in 


both citrus and walnut associations and 


sells through regular association channels. 


B. C. Bougher is the farm superintendent, 
H. A. Freer is his assistant, and both have 
their homes on the place. There is a good- 
sized cook house and a bunk honse; officers 
and other buildings round out quite a group. 


THE MODERN PLANT 


The present model sewage plan is vastly 
different from the ones that were objected 
to at the beginning, for two plans were tried 
before the right one was hit upon. There 
was such an offensive odor at first that the 
management was driven in desperation to 
bury the sewage on the land. This couldn't 
go on forever, so a second plant, crude 
enough by comparison with present stanil- 
ards, but fairly modern for its day, was es- 
tablished. This helped some, but proved in- 
adequate, so that burial in trenches of a 
part of the sewage was resorted to. More 
trouble followed when heavy rains washed 


out some of these trenches. Pasadena de- 


termined to “do the thing right,” regard- 
less of expense. Four years ago the pres- 
ent plant, known as the Tri-City sewaze dis- 
posal system, was built, after engineers had 
made a study of the best systems of.the kind 
to be found in the world. The new plant 
serves not only the three cities that-entered 
into the arrangement, but a part, of the San 
Marino district as well. 

The plant, somewhat increased in size 
since its construction, is considered one of 
the best of its type in existence. Known 
as the activated sludge system, it is of a 
type successfully used for years in England 
and Germany. In this country, Milwaukee 
has such a plant, considerably larger, that 
is regarded as a model of its kind. Chi- 
cago is preparing to build such a plant to 
cost $35,000,000. One other California city,

sewage into the Pacific, may be forced some 
day to build one. 

The plant on the Pasadena City Farm re- 
ceives about 7,000,000 gallons of sewage a 
day. With its present equipment, it could 
handle several million gallons more, and 
as it is built on a unit plan, additions can 
be made at mere construction cost. The 
power house is ample for twice the present 
capacity. Other neighboring cities are now 
considering plans for sending their sewage 
to the plant by an extension of sewer 
lines. 


HOW IT WORKS 


The principle on which the Tri-City plant 
operates is that of aeration, the introduc- 
tion of air into the sewage working a chem- 
ical change by mechanical means. Sewage, 
to begin with, contains septic bacteria, but

the air, thoroughly incorporated into it, 
kills these and introduces in their place ni- 
trifying bacteria which are said actually to 
digest the contents of the water, chang- 
ing it into a totally different substance. 
Such is the scientific explanation given by 
A. W. Wyman, the plant superintendent. 


When the sewage first enters the plant 
it is screened to remove all undissolved sub- 
stances. Mr. Wyman says that an average 
of about 10 per cent of the solids of the 
sewage is removed in this straining. 
This 10 per cent, mostly paper, is hauled 
to the fields and buried. The 90 per cent 
of solids remaining is in the water, almost, 
it seems, in solution, and this flows from 
the straining room into great aeration 
tanks. Here air is pumped in from the

Problems of Home Gardener Made Plain 


for Newcomers in Southland 


‘ By ROSS 


XCLUSIVELY Southern Californian, and 
developed largely around Los Angeles, 
the small suburban farm home repre- 

sents a mode of rural living that, though 
economical, borders on the luxurious. These 
tiny holdings combine the ideal rural en- 
vironment with the conveniences of the 
city; permit indulgence in the pleasures of 
home beautification, with the economies of 
a continuous home-grown supply; bring an 
increased money income without sacrifice of 
sustaining employment. During the past 
decade thousands of families have sought 
such environment in the Southland, and be- 
cause of.the unique advantages, both natur- 
al and acquired, that have been enjoyed, 
have found health, comfort and happiness 
through better home life and augmented in- 
come. 


But the problem of the newcomer in es-. 


tablishing, plantings in his new home is al- 
ways pressing. Under irrigation, and with 
different seasons, soils and crops, the home- 
seeker is generally at a loss as to how to be- 
gin. It is the purpose here to tell of some 
of the permanent economic plants that 
should be present in every garden, and to 
give some information as to how they should 
be handled. One should plan these plant- 
ings with the same care as is taken in plan- 
ning the home. 

One of the most important factors is the 
selection of proven varieties. Pvery year, 
there are many so-called “new introduc- 
tions.” Exotic fruits have a charm which 
is enhanced by the fabulous promises of 
these who catalogue them, but unless they 
have been vouched for by reliable plants- 
men they should not be given space. 

The selection of disease-free. stock is 
another important factor in getting the right 
start. All nurseries and plantsmen must 
‘have their premises inspected carefully 


by 
the county horticultural authorities each

year, and are given a clean bill of health 
before any stock is sold. Purchasing 
plants and shrubs from reputable concerns 
precludes any chance of bringing in pests 
or soil infections, which will in time ruin 
the soil for planting purposes. A good ex- 
ample of this danger is seen in the rapid 
spread of the nematode, which is not only 
a serious menace, to the small grower, but 
a source of trouble to commercial growers. 
Then, one should never begin planting of 
permanent plants, shrubs or trees, without 
first making up some sort of a plan or ar- 
rangement. Most shrubs and trees of this 
kind serve a dual purpose, in that they are 
useful as ornamentals as well as for the 
production of delicacies for the table. No 
definite plan can be outlined here, for each 
place presents an individual problem. 


WIDE PLANTING RANGE 


In Southern California it is possible to 
have deciduous fruits of nearly every kind, 
grapes, berries and the perennial vegetables 
in every garden. In most sections, too, cit- 
rus and even subtropicals can be plantec. 
The size of the holding is the only limit to 
the diversity of planting and, with proper 
planning, one can enjoy nearly all of the fav- 
orites. | 

Planting time for most of the permanent 
trees, shrubs, berries and vegetables is fast 
approaching. Artichokes, rhubarb, aspera- 
gus and strawberries can be set out now, 
while bush berries can go in after the fitst 
of the year, followed by deciduous trees, 
and later citrus and subtropicals. One 
should busy himself now with the garden 
plan, and the preparation of the soil for va- 
rious plantings. 

We will start with the perennial vegeta- 
bles. Artichokes are especially popular in 
California, and do best close to the ocean.

when the work of nitrification is complete. 
Practically no odor is noticeable above the 
tanks, which are open to the air. 

The water is next introduced into five 
aeration tanks of dimensions similar 
those of the others. Then it is forced into 
five clarifying tanks, fifty by fifty feet. Here 
the water drops its sediment, now in the 
form of a grayish powder. At the bottoms 
of the clarifying tanks are great, slowly re- 
volving sweeps which gather up the sedi- 
ment into an outlet whence it goes to the 
fertilizer department. The water, now 
quite clear, is further treated with chiorine 
gas: Mr. Wyman says that 97 per cent of 
all the septic bacteria are destroyed by aer- 
ation, and that the chlorination kills the 
rest, so that the water issues from the 
plant so nearly pure as to be quite inof- 
fensive. It goes right onto the farm and 
there is more than enough for all purposes. 
The surplus is run through a concrete pipe 
line to empty into the Rio Hondo some 
miles away. 


MAKES GOOD FERTILIZER 


The sludge or sediment is run in just 
enough water to carry it into another build- 
ing in which great vacuum drums fourteen 
feet long and about twelve feet in diameter 
slowly revolve through the mass. 
The vacuum draws the substance up on 
webbing on the drum surfaces and extracts 
a good deal of the remaining moisture. The 
sludge then appears very much like thick 
damp sheets of heavy paper, and is peeled 
off the drums by big shuttle knives, . 
dropped in sheets into an endless conveyer 
and taken to a dehydrator. This latter is 
Former 
ly the sludge was used without drying for 
fertilizer, that in excess of requirements 
being buried, but because some odor did 
develop after it had stood awhile, the de- 
hydrator was installed. This is a big cylin- 
drical affair and provides a high tempera- 
ture, causing the sludge to come out in the 
form of a gray powder, odorless and e 
sacked. 

From the records of the well equipped lab- 
oratory maintained at the plant it is found 
that this substance contains approximately 
70 per cent organic matter, of particular 
value in making humus for Southern Califor- 
nia soils; an average of 6.16 per cent avail- 
able nitrogen, a little over 2 per cent phos- 
phoric acid and about one-fourth of one 
per cent potash. It is regarded by many 
users as of decided worth and Mr. Wyman 
states that it recently has had a market 
value of $35 a ton. 

The plant turns out from thirty to forty 
tons of wet sludge every twenty-four hours, 
and from this the finished fertilizer is ord- 
narily produced at the rate of from seven 
to eight tons a day. The plant works twen- 
ty-four hours in the day and employs about 
thirty men. 

SOME COST FIGURES 

The Tri-City sewage disposal plant cost 
about $1,000,000, as it stands today, and 
its maintenance is given at about $125,000 
per annum. As it serves around 125,000 
persons, the annual cost for sewage hand- 
ling for the three cities figures about a 
dollar a year per capita. However, there 
are the items on the credit side of the led- 
ger. 

Of course, the farm uses a large amount 
of the fertilizer. The past several hundred 
tons of it were sold at wholesale, although 
the plan is to develop the sales direct to 
the consumer. Some of the inoffensive 
residue is still buried, but it is the hope of 
the management that enough demand for 
the dry fertilizer can be developed to en- 
able the city to dispose of all of the sludge 
in this form. The market for the sacked 
product is expected to grow as its merits 
become better known, and Mr. Wyman 
states that at $35 a ton, there could now 
be enough output to bring in around 390, 
000 a year. Figuring in the value of ferti- 
lizer and water used on the farm, there 
is possibility of a return, he says, that will 
go far toward making the plant self-sup- 
porting.

CHILEAN is PREFERRED 


PHOENIX (Ariz.)—According to E. E. 
Quick, 80 per cent of Arizona alfalfa seed 
now is of the standard Chilean variety, 
with call for the Hairy Peruvian about at 
an end. Yuma remains the main producer, 
although about 1,000,000 pounds is shipped 
each year from the Salt river and Buck 
eye valleys. The average crop, cut in 
July or August, is of 300 pounds to the 
acre, the yield rather diminishing in suc- 
cessive years of cultivation. The price 
has netted the farmer around 13 cents a 
pound, with shipments to almost every part 
of the Union, though mainly to the Gulf 
States. In late years, the Dakotas and 
Minnesota have been taking much of the 
seed. Arizona of late has been taking the 
cream of the alfalfa seed market, owing 
to the fact that no weevil or disease thus 
far has been known in the fields

the utmost importance for any city—the 
larger the city, and the faster it is grow- 
ing, the greater the problem. It is becom- 
ing more and more evident that dumping 


sewage Into a river, or shooting it into the 


ocean is not a satisfactory method of solv- 
ing the difficulty. The former inevitably 
leads to contamination and the possible 
Nor. does the sea 
prove an ideal place for sewage. 

Airplane passengers flying out over the 
Pacific relate that from the great Los An- 
geles outfall sewer a noisome river of sew- 
age meanders through the blue ocean 
waves for miles offshore. It does not dis- 
solve and vanish into the depths by any 
means, at least not for a long time, and 
it is always flowing. At the whim of 
shifting currents and stormy winds it may, 
and sometimes does, visit the beaches 
along the Southern California shoreline. 
Not a pleasant thought for the coast 
dwellers or the folk who find joy in surf 
bathing. Already there may be heard the 
rumblings of community, State and Feder- 
al discontent over this unwholesome 
state of affairs. 

The aeration system, with proper equip- 
ment like that on the Pasadena City Farm, 
obviously robs the sewage of its offensive 
character and turns it into something that 
not only can be more easily disposed of, 
but which can actually be made use of. 
It also helps conserve water, an important 
consideration in this part of the country. 
Los Angeles may some day thank Pasadena 
for having pointed the way to the solu- 
tion of one of its most trying municipal 
problems.

seven years of those oft-heralded “good o.d 
days” on the farm Following a perio’ of 
unprecedented farm prosperity, induced dy 
the demands created by a world at war, the 
American farmer found himself totally un- 
prepared for slacking demand and normal 
prices, when the Deve of Peace fluttered 
on the scene. The armistice was a blow to 
agricultural opulence, and the later part cf 
1918 and 1919 witnessed a steady skidding 
downward until 1920, when farm prices hit 
the bottom with a sickening thud. 


Then came the period of reconstruction 
—of readjustment. Beef cattle herds, bulit 

supply the demands of a nation at war, 
were all out of proportion for a nation in 
Steer prices dropped from fabulous 
peaks to the price of a good war-time steak, 
and the stock couldn’t be moved at any 
price. Millions of extra acres, brought into 
production of wheat and corn and beans to 
feed a fighting army at speculative prices, 
became millstones which dragged some 
farmers and ranchers into poverty. The 
transition from peace to war was a man- 
sized job, but it paid good wages. The 
transition from war to peace was a night- 
mare of struggle and worry, and it cost the 
American farmer more then he .earned do- 
ing “his bit. 4 


But the worst is over—the reconstruction 
period, the cycle of seven bad years, nears 
the top of the hill and the proverbial turn in 
the road. We have it on no less authority 
than that of the Hon. William Jardine, Sec- 
retary. of Agriculture, that “the farmers of 
the country are now in their best position 
since 1920 in the matter of purchasing pos- 
er of their products in terms of nonagricul- 
tural products.” The Secretary, in review- 
ing the farm situation, mentions the better 
position of live stock, dairy and poultry 
products, and states that this year's crop 
of cotton, at October prices, is worth $204,- 
000,000 more than last year’s, despite the 
smaller acreage. The farm price of beef 
cattle on October 15 this year, was the high- 
est since October, 1920, and hog prices are 
back to a position where once more the low- 
ly porker can be referred to as the “mor*- 
gage lifter.” The cotton belt, the north- 
western apple districts and the northern 
wheat belt are all in better shape, it is 
pointed out, and the southern fruit and veg- 
etable grower is marketing the products 0i 
his field and orchard at favorable prices. 
There are no conspicuous surpluses or shor -- 
ages, and crop production, per capita of pop-

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Southland Benefits by 
October Rains 


Late grapes, y Emperors, and 
late fields of cotton in some districts, were 
slightly damaged by the downpour of Oc- 
tober 31, which set a record for the heavi- 
est initial rainfall in recent years, and 
brought the total October precipitation to 
more than 2 inches in Los Angeles county, 
and to as high as 4 inches in other sections 
of the Southland. The slight damage to 
grapes and cotton was, however, offset by 
the great amount of good done by the soak- 
ing, according to a survey conducted by the 
Los Angeles county farm adviser's office. 
The damage to grapes on the vine will re- 
sult in a better demand at higher prices for 
that portion of the large crop already har 
vested and now in storage. Cotton damage, 
in most instances, was confined ‘to a slow- 
ing down of the picking process, due to 
muddy fields. 

Offsetting the slight damage, according 
to Farm Adviser Rounds, is the fact that 
most areas of California were in need of 
a good soaking before going into the fail 
and winter season. Citrus and deciduous 
fruit growers, as well as truck growers in 
Southern California, report that the heavy 
rain was more than welcome, and _ that their 
lands are now in excellent shape, well filled 
with moisture, which will bring their crops 
into early maturity. Optimism rules in the 
dry-farming areas of the State, where fall 
plowing was greatly aided by the recent 
storm. The range areas face the fall and 
winter season with excellent prospects of 
an abundance of forage for sheep and cat- 
tle. All in all, according to Farm Adviser 
Rounds, the drenching of October 31 was in 
reality one of those oft-heralded “million- 
dollar rains.” 

Reports from all sections of California 
indicate that the rain was of a general na 
ture. Los Angeles recorded a rainfall of 
1.60 inches on October 31, which brought 


the total October precipitation to more than 


2 inches. The heaviest precipitation from 
the recent rain was at San Juan Capistrano, 
where 2.97 inches were reported, and the 
lightest was at Calexico, where but .06 ofan 
inch fell, Orange and Ventura county or 
chardists report that the rain did a great 
amount of good in those districts.

R. W. Blackburn, prominent Coa- 
chella Valley rancher, was chosen vice pres- 
ident. These men succeed Earle Houghton 
of Plancentia, retiring president, and W. &. 
Rosecrans, Los Angeles, retiring vice-pres- 
ident. Alex Johnson was re-elected to the 
position of secretary-treasurer. Regional 
directors chosen include J. A. Smiley, Or 
ange county, No. 1; C. E. Kelsey, Ventura 
county, No. 
No. 3; B. H. Schulte, Monterey county, No 
4; L. C. Stoll, Sacramento county, No. 
E. E. Burnet, Placer county, No. 6; J. E. 
Bandy, Yolo county. No. 7; J. C. Johnson, 
Mendocino county, No. 8. 

A. C. Hardison of Santa Paula, former 
president. of the State organization, and 
President Ahlf, were elected delegates to 
the December convention of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, to be held in 
Chicago. Earle Houghton was named as al- 
ternate. 

The convention voted an amendment to 


the constitution, which will be effective aft 


er 1928, whereby the State dues of mem- 
bers are increased from $1.50 per year to 
$2.50. The increase was made to properly 
finance the law and utilities department, 
which will remain in charge of J. J. Deuel 
and his staff.

HOME GARDEN PROBLEMS

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However, planting does not necessarily have 
to be limited to this area. In a commercial 
way, the producing season is reversed by 
cutting down the tops in June, throwing the 
plants into production during the winter. 
This practice can be followed if desired, or 
the plant can be allowed to take its nat- 
ural habit of growth. The artichoke is 
started from suckers, taken from a parent 
plant of good characteristics. 
able that one secure the plants from a com- 
mercial plantsman or seed house, if only 
a few are to be planted, for generally they 


are trimmed up for planting. ’ 


If a bed is to be made of artichokes, they 
should be set five feet apart in rows six or 
more feet across. For the small home ga- 
den, however, it is advisable to use the ar- 
tichoke as a “hedge” or border. Set the 
roots about six inches deep, and press the 
soll firmly around them, leaving a depres- 
sion for a generous application of water. 
Six plants will supply the average famiiy 
with enough buds. 

ANOTHER DELICACY 


Most folks who develop a small gaiden 
place, plan for an asparagus bed, and this is 
a most excellent idea, although one must 
wait for the delicacy. There is no vegeia- 
ble which is better fresh from the garden.

cent tests, and one should try to secure 
those with a few strong buds, rather than 
many mall ones. The Martha Washington 
variety is well adapted to local conditions, 
and is grown by commercial growers. When 
only a garden plot is to be planted, one 
should secure crowns from a grower or a 
plantsman. 

In making up a 
large quantity of well-rotted stable manure 
should be secured, if possible. This vege- 
table responds to good culture very readily, 
in fact, the best results are only obtained 
when the initial preparation of the soil has 
been right. In planting, first draw furrows 
twelve inches deep and about four or five 
feet apart in well-prepared. moist soil. Then 
set the crowns in the bottom of this furrow, 
spacing them about two feet apart and cov 
ering them with six inches of soil. As the 
plants grow in height, more soil can be 
placed over them, and even after they have 
grown two or three feet high, the soil from 
between rows can be drawn up around them. 
Do not cut the first year, but wait until the 
second spring for the first “mess” of grass. 

Rhubarb is one of the best garden vege- 
tables, and some varieties can be used all 
year round for the making of pies and 
sauces, This vegetable, for its 
growth, requires a good soil, and will tol- 
erate some shade. Best results are ob- 
tained from medium-sized roots, which can 
be secured also from growers or seedmen. 
About a dozen roots will supply the wants 


of the average family. Plant the roots about; 


two feet apart, setting them so that the 
crown is on the level with the surface of 
the soil. | 
YOU'LL WANT BERRIES 

Strawberries can be set out right away. 
If one wants berries the first season, then 
use the double row system, that is, make up 
raised beds about sixteen inches across, 


with a twelve-inch furrow for irrigation be- 
tween, and set two rows of plants from ten | 


to twelve inches apart on each shoulder of 


the ridge. Keep the runners cut off. To get 


the best results with the garden strawberry 
bed, select a spot that is fairly retentive of 
moisture, if possible, and do not fertilize 
the soil before planting.

The quality of the fresh fruit, their value 


in the making of jams and jellies, combined 


with comparative ease of culture, have all 
contributed to the present popularity of the 
blackberry and the dewberry. 
ties can be found in nearly every garden. 
They will do well on almost any soll that is 
deep enough for free root development, so 
before planting, the soil should be turned 
over to a depth of at least fifteen inches. if 
possible. 

By selecting varieties, once can have 
blackberries and dewberries from the lat 
ter part of April until November 1. The 
Advance will ripen about the twentieth of 
April, followed by the Gardena dewberry 
around May 15. A week later the Lucre- 
tia dewberry is ready, and then the Craa- 
dall and Macatawa blackberries, as well as 
the Mammoth and Cory Thorniess. The mid- 
dle of August finds the Himalaya in fruit, 
and this variety, under proper care, should 
last until November 1. 

However, on the home place, one should 
best have a few plants of the Advance, th« 
Gardena, Crandall and the Macatawa. Tho 


Himalaya is not especially adapted to the 


home garden. When space is limited, the 
Cory Thornless can be trellised on the 
fence. The Advance, Crandall and Maca- 
tawa are upright growing sorts, and should 
be planted four feet apart in rows six fee: 
across. The Gardena can be set closer. 
While sometimes not afforded support, it is 
best to give the latter three variet‘es a tw’ - 
wire horizontal trellis. Plant the Cory 
about twelve feet apart on the fence row. 
Blackberries and dewberries bear their first 
crop the following spring and summer, after 
the plants are set out. 


Both the red and black raspberries do 


well in the Southland garden, and are very 
popular. They are planted eighteen inches 
apart in the home garden, with rows five 
feet apart, and supported by a two wire 
horizontal trellis. They require.no pruning 
or cutting back the first summer, but in 
February of their first bearing season, they 
should be headed back to about three feet. 
The Cuthbert, St. Regis, La France and Cali- 
fornia Surprise are all grown in Southera 
California, while the Cumberland is the best 
black raspberry for local planting. 

A new berry, the Improved Logan, or 
Young Dewberry (known locally as the 
Youngberry) is recommended to the home 
gardener. It is a cross between the Logan 
berry and the dewberry, with all of the good 
qualities of the Loganberry and more.

“Starting an Avocado Orchard,” and E. G.

An open 
discussion concerning the growing of avo- 
cados was led by Mr. Newman. 

During the afternoon a field tour was 
made to the avocado orchards of J. H. Bays 
at Mound, Will Borchard near Oxnard and 
C. J. Daily near Camarillo. At these or- 
chards, demonstrations were given of grow- 
ing methods, including irrigation and meth- 
ods of treating various avocado diseases. 
Local growers also told of their individual 
experiences in growing the fruit under Ven- 
tura county conditions, and Dr. Coit ex- 
plained to the growers that the avocado in- 
dustry is still in the stage where it is bene- 
fited most by the activities of amateur grow- 
ers who are willing to-experiment by plaat- 
ing many varieties of the fruit. It is in ac 
cordance with this type of development 
that the Ventura county farm advisers of- 


fice is assisting the county growers to 


bring out all possible reliable data on avo- 
cado growing. 


Heavy Gra pefruit Deal 
in Arizona 


PHOENIX (Ariz.) — Grapefruit shipments 
from the Salt River Valley this season will 
be the largest ever known, according to I. 
de R. Miller, manager of the Arizona Citrus 
Growers. As a rule, he says, the Arizona 
grapefruit grower makes even more money 
than the orange grower, especially with the 
Marsh Seedless. Mr. Miller declares that 
general conditions here, with a few excep- 
tions, are highly favorable for profitable cit- 
riculture. 

Oranges for the present season will be 
less in quantity than for the past two years. 
Last year, the Citrus Growers Association 
handled 186,000 boxes of fruit, 170,000 of it 
packed, and 75 per cent of it grapefruit, at 
a packing cost of 57 cents a box and a 
selling cost of 8 cents. 

More than 175,000 citrus seedlings plant- 
ed in the Salt River Valley are being bud 
ded with pedigreed stock. While most of 
this new stock is of grapefruit, there is 
something of a turn toward Valencia orang- 
es, which some growers consider best for 
local planting. Heretofore, oraage produc- 
tion mainly has been of Navels, which have 
had eastern demand at good prices, but the 
variety here is an uncertain bearer, suscept- 
ible of every adverse influence. Usvally 
Valencias are lighter bearers in Arizona 
than in California, but this is believed a con- 
dition that can be corrected by proper fertil- 
ization. Valencias mainly are to be plant- 
ed on a new area of citrus land being op- 
ened northeast of Mesa, where 2000 acres 
are considered available. Northwest of 
Phoenix, a large acreage under the 
Beardsley-Agua Fria project is to be plant- 
ed to grapefruit. 


REDLANDS.—Orange growers are rejoic- 
ing because of the rain late in October.

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Growers Study Potato SS 


Field Trials 


By F. H. ERNST, 
Agricultural Extension Service 


The recent potato field day at Temecula 
indicates an “honest-to-gosh” interest in the 
production of good seed potatoes. More 
than 150 potato growers, from all parts of 
California, and a few from Nevada, gath- 
ered at the E. D. McSweeney ranch, and the 
resultant meeting was undoubtedly one of 
the most interesting “spud” confabs held in 
recent years. Most of those in attendance 
traveled more than 100 miles, and b 
up plenty of good gas, to acquaint them- 
selves with the progress made in potato- 
growing methods. The McSweeney ranch 
is one, of the largest potato projects in 
California, and affords an ideal place for 
study of the crop. Most of the White Rose 
seed used in Southern California comes 
from the Temecula area, where conditions 
seem to be most favorable for potato cul- 
ture. ; 

One of the most interesting things in- 
spected on the field tour held in connection 
with the meeting was the seed-improvement 
project being carried on at the ranch. Be- 
ginning with just one sack of seed, which 


was tuber indexed and then planted in a 


small patch by itself, there is now a field of 
about thirty acres which shows a perfect 
stand. Mosaic disease has been reduced to 
about 2 per cent. 
from this plot will be available for com- 
mercial planting. This will be welcomed by 
the potato industry, as it represents un- 
3 the best White Rose seed avail- 
able. 

Growers were very much interested in 
the discussion, led by Jack McSweeney, on 
the handling of the fall crop. Most growers 
have experienced great difficulty in securing 
a good stand where seed was planted in the 
summer time. Mr. McSweeney states that 
for fall planting, seed preference is given 
to the previous fall seed, held in cold stor 
age. This gives regular and rapid germina- 
tion and an even stand, whereas spring 
seed is usually slow and very irregular in 
its germination. 

Next to good seed, it is essential to have 
fertile soil. Large numbers of field. trials 
have shown that organic matter and nitro- 
gen are the two things most needed. Potash 
has given some results, but usually on the 
lighter types of soils. The purchase of fer- 


tilizer materials should, therefore, be on 


the basis of the plant foods contained and 
the cost per pound of such plant food. 
Field trials at Temecula this year have 
again demonstrated that increases in potato 
yields are largely proportionate to the 
available nitrogen added to the soil. 

Jack McSweeney reported on a series of 
fertilizer treatments that were carried on in 
duplicate. Cottonseed meal used on two 
plots averaged 300 sacks, as compared to 
184 sacks on equal sized check plots. Five 
hundred pounds per acre of a mixture of 
ammonium sulphate alone produced 341 
sacks to the acre, at a cost of 12 1-2 
cents per sack. Whether applications 
of ammonium alone are justifiable, and 
whether they are comparable to mi- 
tures containing organic and inorganic ni- 
trogen can only be answered by practical 
field trials. The McSweeneys believe that 
more inorganic nitrogen can be added than 
is customary in applications. of the usual 
fishmeal or dried blood nitrogen. Their aim 
is to keep the cost of production within 
practical limits, and to produce large crops 
of superior quality potatoes. These objec- 
tives they hope to attain through fleld trials 
with fertilizers, and cultural studies under 
a wide range of conditions. 

Most of the seed used in Southern Call- 
fornia for the spring crop of potatoes is 
grown the previous fall. The fall crop has 
to be planted in July and August, and is 
harvested in October and November. Seed 


for this fall crop is often obtained from the (ae 


spring crop, but the results are not very 
good. The previous fall’s seed, held in cold 
storage, gives the best results for summer 
planting. The common objection to this is 
that it makes the seed too expensive. 
Chemical treatment of spring crop 

bids fair to become of considerable import- 
ance to the potato grower. Experiments 
with ethylene, potassium and throurea have 
proven that dormant seed potatoes can be 
stimulated to sprout when exposed under 
certain conditions. Ethylene chlorhydrin 
used as a dip solution, wherein the cut 
seed potatoes are dipped for one hour, pro- 
duced excellent results in McSweeney ex 
periments.

The winter open- 
ing to the hive should be but one-fourth the 
size of the regular opening, and the hive 
must be kept warm and free from draught, 
he declares. 

So far this year, Mr. Atchley’s bees have 
produced 125 tons of honey. He expects the 
1927 total to reach 150 tons.

She sensed the com- 
mercial value of the great scarlet blossoms, 
that had been wasted since the plants had 
been set out almost twenty years before by 
a world traveler who had hoped to make his 
home near them. He had imported the 
plants from Egypt. 

Two years ago Miss Page, aided by her 
mother, was able to secure a lease on the 
lake and its surrounding grounds.

In 1926, another 250,000 ladybird beetles 
were released, many in the same groves, 
but concentrated chiefly in a new infesta- 
tion in the Arlington Heights district.

(Titustrating Article by H. H. Bushnell) 
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The Pasadena tract has about seventy acres in citrus, mostly navel oranges, 
some thirty acres in walnuts and a large acreage in held crops. Fertilizer 
obtained by the scientific treatment of sewage keeps the soil rich, and water 
from the same source is used for irrigation. The sewage treatment plant 
on the farm is one of the most modern plants of its kind in the world.

This business did not catch us unawares. 
Since we allowed no schemes on the other 
side of the Rhine to mature very long be- 
fore our directors got hold of them, and 
since we had learned that several German 
factories were preparing some unusual 
“tricks,” we demanded details. 

But for perhaps the first time since the 
outbreak of the war we found ourselves up 


‘against a blank wall. Behind that wall some- 
thing important was happening. . 


We had, however, two points of depart- 
ure: 1. The factories in question were all 
connected with the chemical industry. . 
Most of the output of these factories went 
to the Krupp works at Essen. 


In the latter factory there were several 
men who, without actually belonging to 
our organization, had, before the outbreak 
of hostilities, consented to give our agents 
certain information—for a consideration. 
Moreover, when traveling in Germany in 
1911, I had got in touch with a German en- 
gineer who was working for the Guisheim- 
Elektron people at Frankfort-am-Main. M. 
S.— had, since the beginning of the war, 
been working as a “mobilized chemist” in 
the Badische Anilin und Soda Fabrik at 
Mannheim. 

My “friend,” M. 8.—, who had been on 
the Badische payroll before (he worked at

cow,) had a first-class job at Mannheim. It 
was such a job that, if necessary, be could 
get the details of what his compatriots were 
doing in secret.

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insufficient oil, dandruff will result. When 
there are skin eruption in any other part 
of the body, it will inevitably affect the skin 
of the scalp. 

Better than water, lotions, ointments, 
shampoos, and the host of other remedies 
for dandruff, is exposure to the sun, an al- 
kaline diet of fruits, nuts and vegetables, 
freedom from hat pressure, and a gentle 
loosening massage to mereatse the cireula- 
tion and invigorate the blood supply of the 
scalp. 

Above all, hot water washes to the head 
should never de used. Hot water dissolves 
the precious oils and leaves the hair dry 
and scaly—an excellent producer instead of 
preventor of dandruff. 

The hair and scalp do need washing but 
all that is essential is merely a fairly soft 
soap, and the liberal use of cold water, at 
the close of which there should be a deep, 
vigorous finger massage of the scalp. 


Laxatives 


If you wil! make a brief study of the proc- 
ess of peristalsis, the activity of the intes- 


tines whereby food is passed forward, it will 


shed some light on the why and the how of 


laxatives. 


All laxatives are divisible into three main 
groups: 
(1.) The mucous membrane and nervous 


? irritants. 


(2.) The salts. . 

(3.) The lubricants. | 

In the first group are included most of 
the patented compounds whose presence in 
the intestines is so irritating that an extra- 
ordinary peristalsis is established to get rid 


ot them. 


The various teas, herbal extracts such as 
cascara, senna, licorice, etc. as well as 
drugs like phenolphthalein, come under this 
category. Their ultimate effect is to pro- 
duce, first, congestion, then inflammation. 

They are nefther remedial nor curative. 
They accentuate constipation. 

The second group is that of the salts. All 
salts are laxative. The higher the molec- 
ular weight of the salt, the greater its laxa- 
tive properties. 

Salts are hydroscopic in 
they extract water from the blood and thus 
flush the intestinal system. Their very 
presence is so irritating that, in order to 
neutralize and get rid of them, the blood 
must give up its own precious fluids. 

Thus it is that salts accomplish their 
flushing action. 

Ultimately the osmotic (filtering through) 
power of salts is lost through the inflamma- 
tion that invariably ensues. Then they be- 
come ineffective. 

By this time the patient turns to more 
powerful medicines. The last group, and 
the one in which there is a great deal of 
confusion and misunderstanding, is that of 
the so-called intestinal lubricants. 

They are sold under the presumption 
that they have no irritating, inflammatory 
effects. The claim is that their action is 
solely through lubrication of the fecal 
wastes and thus they cannot be classed in 
the same group as the ordinary laxatixes. 

Many people place castor oll in this group. 


Water 

Modern hydrotherapy has become one of 
the most important adjuncts that the heal- 
ing art knows. 

Its uses are multifold and varied. In fev- 
ers it is infinitely superior to any antipyret- 
is coal tar drug. In subnormal tempera- 
tures it will assist restoration to normality 
very rapidly. In diseases where vitality is 
low, water constitutes a splendid tonic. In 
others where there is an excess of nervous 
energy, it soothes and has a sedative ecet 

Proper usage of water will invigorate the 
feeble, calm the neurotic, stimulate the slug- 
gish, hasten elimination and retard exhaus- 
tion. 

The proper use of water eonatitates an 
agent that in its flexibility and adaptability 
tor healing purposes is second to none. 


Care of the Baby

tors politely call an apron. The same op 
eration was recently performed on one of 
the richest and ablest men in the United 
States. 

That operation will seem simple in years 
to come. Surgeons will do away with pain 
in childbirth. And, what is more important, 
they will perform operations to enlarge the 
cavity containing the pituitary gland, giv- 
ing that gland room to grow, thus removing 
one great cause of human inferiority. 


„When we understand our glands as well 
as the electrician understands his mechan- 
ism, the efficiency of the human race will 
be increased at least 100 per cent.’ 


“The above is an editorial from the Cleve- 
land News. The editor evidently imagines 
that the human body is an inanimate ma- 
chine. Strange reasoning! What is the 
significance of the distortions that the edi- 
tor wauld have trimmed off? Gluttony. To 
cut off the excess weight reduces the capaci- 
ty for taking care of the excess fluids here- 
tofore carried in these overfed distortions. 


“This particular editor would think a 
farmer a foc! who would cut down the ca- 
pacity of his granaries and storage-hoyses 
with a continuously increasing harvest. 

“Slicing off twenty-five, fifty, or more 
pounds of fat removes just that much stor- 
age room for surplus urine, sweat, and 
blood. The heart and remaining blood ves 
sels must carry an extra amount equivalent 
to the amount carried by the part destroyed 
by the operation, and this puts an extra. 
strain on vessels already carrying too much. 
The patient’s organs will all suffer from the 
extra load. Excess weight is a conservative 
measure. Water that the kidneys fail to 
carry out of the body is stored in the form 
of fat; and this is what the editor, with 1 
distorted surgical vision, would have re- 
moved. He does not know that such opera- 
tions remove vicarious urinals which the 
body has so laboriously built as fluid repos- 
itories. The heart is enervated in all obese 
people, because of an excess of circulating 
fluid, causing overwork. Besides, the 
heart's nutrition is reduced, because the 
nutritive standard of the blood is much be- 


low the normal, and all the muscular sys- 


tem as well as the heart is weakened in 
power. 

“Reducing tho repository accommodation 
of the body without reducing its need is to 
invite destruction. If it were possible to 
force an excess weight on the body in as 
few minutes as are required to cut the same 
amount off, it would cause death.

coffee, tea, alcoholics, and tobacco. This 
scheme reducé ‘weight and restore de- 
pendable health; but it is not for weak- 
lings or for those looking to get something 
for nothing. To get well, these perambu- 
lating private rest rooms must be willing to 
make persohal sacrifices to have their house 

of flesh put in order. It is worth the effort, 
but it is a job that cannot be delegated to 


others. To cut fat off is the work of mount- 


ebanks or quacks. Real n, will not 
engage in it. 

“The prophecy that some day surgeons 
will be busy removing weight with the knife 
is a fiendish dream that would do credit to 
a Nero. More surgery has been practiced 
in the past than will be done in the future. 


Surgical insanity will end; for people will 


get wise. It is a game intended to beat na- 
ture. Disease will be treated rationally 
some time; cause will be known and re 
moved; then nature will do the curing.”

The editor evidently imagines 
that the human body is an inanimate ma- 
chine. Strange reasoning! What is 
significance of the distortions that the edi- 
tor would have trimmed off? Gluttony. To 
cut off the excess weight reduces the capaci- 
ty for taking care of the excess fluids here- 
tofore carried in these overfed distortions. 


“This particular editor would think a 


farmer a foc) who would cut down the ca- 


pacity of his granaries and storage-hoyses 
with a continuously increasing harvest. 


“Slicing off twenty-five, fifty, or more 


pounds of fat removes just that much stor- 
age room for surplus. urine, 


sweat, and 
blood. The heart and remaining blood ves 
sels must carry an extra amount equivalent 
to the amount carried by the part destroyed 
by the operation, and this puts an extra 
strain on vessels already carrying too much. 
The patient's organs will all suffer from the 
extra load. Excess weight is a conservative 
measure, Water that the kidneys fail to 
carry out of the body is stored in the form 
of fat; and this is what the editor, with a 
distorted surgical vision, would have re- 
moved.

This 
scheme reducé ‘weight and restore de- 
pendable health; but it is not for weak- 
lings or for those looking to get something 
for nothing.

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Head and Ear Noises 
When advancing age comes on, amongst 
the many complications of symptoms, head 
noises occupy a prominent position. 

With the characteristic habit of the medi- 
cal profession, the localization of symptoms 
is invariably interpreted to mean that the 
structure itself is involved. Because there 
are rumblings and other distortions in the 

ars, darting pains or sounds in the head, 
the assumption is that either the head or 
the ears are affected. 

Consequently, it is very common to re- 
cord, in a case history where head noises 
and ear rumblings are present, that the doc- 
tor has given headache powders or local 
“injections into the ear membrane. 

In more severe cases I have known them 
to puncture the ear, a typical remnant of 
premedievalistic beliefs to “let the devil or 
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evil spirits out” by puncturing 8 in the 
body. 
The ear-puncturing dene comes prac- 


tically under the same category except that 


it is now labeled “science.” 


The learned profession, of course, will 
say that puncturing the ear relieves the 
tension, permitting an outflow of pus or of 
other waste accumulations. But in essence, 
it is virtually the same as the age-old punc- 
ture to permit the escape of evil spirits. 

Puncture, surgery, or drug medication 
does not get at the cause of ear rumblings 
or head noises. Seldom, indeed, are the 
eats or the head involved except as effects 
rather than causes. That is to say, with 
scarcely an exception the causes of head 
noises or ear rumblings will be found in 
the peripheral organs, in disturbed diges- 
tion, in chronic constipation, in the toxic ab- 
sorption of foul gases, in a diseased uterus, 
in the senile processes of old age, in the 
gradual atrophy and hardening which oc- 
curs through dietetic mistakes. 

It is these conditions which should be 
treated. 

What I am telling you is not abstract 
theory. I have seen it work out again and 
again. 

You who are taking pain-depressing dope, 
stop it! You who have had surgery sug- 
gested to overcome ear noises, don't consid- 
er it! Radical, extreme measures, as in- 
volved in both drugs and surgery, never get 
at a cause whose insidious onset usually 
dates back many, many years. 

The history of those suffering from these 
complaints is never sudden or acute. The 
premonitory symptoms have gone on years 
and years before. 

Careful, abstemious dieting and strenuous 
elimination are necessary. Follow the prin- 
ciples of diet as laid down by Care ot the 
Body.” Stick to them! 

The relief is slow, but Nature works 
slowly, steadily, step by step. There is 
nothing sudden or miraculous. 

In a “stick-to-it” program of this nature 
more can be accomplished to overcome this 
basic condition that through either sup- 
pressive drugs or causeless surgery.

Pretubercular Conditions 


We speak of the soil in which a plant will 
grow. Everything must be favorable for 
its development—moisture, temperature, 
nutrition, etc, 

Bacteria are similarly a form of plant life 
They must have a soil in which to thrive 
and multiply. This is true whether they 
de pathogenic (disease producing) or the 
so-called harmless bacteria. 

The orthodox definition of a tubercular 
infection is that it is an invasion of the 


. tubercle bacillus. Every tubercular victim 


knows this. If he gets into medical hands 
his effofts are directed toward killing the 
bug. He is given shots of tuberculin con- 
sisting of emulsions of dead bacteria, in 
the hope that by infesting the blood with 
dead bugs, protective mechanisms from the 
blood will destroy the living ones.

The thing of utmost importance 
is the soil, the environment, the conditions 
under which the germs thrive and multiply. 
Correct these and the recuperative power 
inherent in the human body will assert it- 
self 


What are some of the conditions leading 
up to this soil environment of which 1 
speak? 

Trace back the history of each tubercular 
case and with unvarying exactitude it will 
be found to conform to one of the several 
contentions mentioned below. 

In some very few cases there is the be- 
reditary predisposition. That is, father or 
mother, or both, have weak lungs. The 


child's vital powers are correspondingly im- 


paired. As a result, the least change in en- 
‘vironment, the least congestion favors a tu- 
bercular process. 

Such cases, however, are the rare minor 


ity. The bulk of tuberculars come under 


the next classification. 

We eat what we please, Pe Oa in 
undue quantities. Autointoxication ensues. 
There is toxic absorption of the intestinal 
residue. The blood stream becomes filled 
with this waste. It gets, into the lungs and 
a sort of catarrh is induced. Mucus, cellu- 
lar debris and similar substances collect. 

The soil is prepared for bacterial inva- 
sion. Then comes the contact. The germs, 
omnipresent, everywhere, invade. A chill, 
a shock or an undue exposure is sufficient 
to precipitate the onset. Long before the 
environment has become fhvorable, all it 
needed was the contact with the germ and 
the precipitating cause. Then we have a 
full-fledged condition of tuberculosis. — 

There is still another cause which should 
be definitely understood at this time of the 
year when colds are so prevalent and 80 
stupidly combated. 

A cold is Nature’s grand attempt toward 
toxin elimination, the discharge of the de- 
bris accumulated over a period of time. 


* When this debris seeks to escape we should 


not suppress it by means of cough medi- 
cines, cough drops, doctors’ prescriptions or 
patented compounds. We. should assist 
elimination rather than suppress it. A cold 
or a cough never yet produced complica- 
tions unless it was suppressed, generally by 
means of drugs. 

Drug-suppression of colds is the third 
primary factor inducing a favorable en- 
vironment for tuberculosis. 

These facts should be considered by the 
average “weak-chested” individual long be- 
fore the actual tuberculosis condition has 


‘set in. If he knows how to conduct himself 


before the invasion, there will be no infec- 


tion.

ing out of the South, conquering the Delta, 
and forging South and North for the first 
me into one Kingdom. Menes built a capi- 
tal near Memphis (twenty miles upstream 
from Cairo,) and establighed the Firat Dy- 
nasty there in 3400 B. C. (The wise reader 
will insert the word “about” before all dates 
in Egyptian f&istory.) After him comes a 
dreary desert of Dynasties with tragic re- 
lief supplied chiefly by war; in the Third 
Dyansty (2980-2900 B. C.) King Khasekhem 
boasts of taking captive “forty-seven thou- 
sand, two hundred and nine rebels.“ _Nev- 
ertheless it was in this dynasty that King 
Zoser began the characteristic architecture 
N Egypt with his “step-pyramid” at Mem- 
phis. It was, like every pyramid, a 
tomb: but unlike fs predecessors it was 
made of stone, not brick; and rose to a 
height of two hundred feet in five stages, 
each smaller than the one beneath. From 
this quaint structure came the pyramidal 
form of Egypt's most famous monumenis. 


Toward 2900 B. C. the figure of Cheops 
(or Khufu) emerges dimly from the chaos 
of kings; we know him only as the build- 
er (or master of the builders) of the first 
and greatest pyramid, which stands with 
three others in the “cemetery” of Gizeh 
outside the modern Cairo. Here stones have 
been piled Pelion upon Ossa as if they were 
the most abundant of Egypt’s natural re- 
sources: 2,300,000 blocks, averaging two 
and a half tons in weight, measuring in all 
one-seventh of a mile in length, one-tenth 
of a mile in width, 481 in height, and in area 
525,000 square feet. The mass is solid; on- 
ly a few stones were omitted to leave 
space for the royal tomb. And every stone 
was fitted to the next with indistinguish- 
able joints. It was a miracle of masonry. 


Historians have marveled at the me- 
chanical skill, the economic organization, the 
royal wealth and power revealed by this 
monstrous mausoleum; and philosophers. 
have marveled at the patience of the hun- 
dred thousand laborers who remained tied 
to this heavy task for twenty years, Herod- 
otus has preserved for us an inscription 
which he found on one of the Pyramids, re- 
cording the quantity of radishes, onions and 


garlic consumed hy the workmen. who built 


it. Strong food was necessary for such toil. 
That is all we know of Cheops; and of 
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THE STORY OF CIVILIZATION 


‘Chephren (or Khatfre) who followed him 


wae war. The history of Egypt and Dedefre on the throne, we know again 
th ‘Menes, who won his way to only the story of his Pyramid. It stands 


near Cheops’, just smaller than that col- 
ossal tomb; and part of the granite cas- 
ing which once adorned it survives at the 
top to suggest how the Pyramids looked in 
their primeval glory. Smaller still is the 
Pyramid of Chephren’s successor Myceri- 
nus; and its cover is no longer of proud 
Franite but of prosaic brick—as if the flood 
of wealth that had poured into Egypt with

the copper of Sinal had ‘trickled into a thin- 
ner stream. 


Nearby the Sphinx looks calmly at the 
inquisitive visitor and the eternal plain. It 
is a savage monument, as of some tower- 
ing centaur seen in fearful dreams: the 
body of a lion passing into the head and 
face of a man. The body was once 198 feet 
long; but most of it has been destroyed by 
time and the mortality of stone. The great 
feet remain, dug out from the encompassing 
sand in our own day; and, rising to the 
height of ten men, the gigantic head, brok- 
en here and there, but human enough never- 
theless to make some students believe it a 
portrait of King Chephren. . 

The world classes the Pyramids as art: 
but of course they are merely tombs, built 
not for beauty but for duration; fashioned 
not to please the eye but to conceal a car- 


cass, and perhaps to i a people. The 
honest traveler feels a little cheated when 
he comes upon them today; photography 
can catch everything but dirt, and en- 
nobles objects with vistas of land and sky. 
One stands humbly where Caesar bade his 
legions realize that centuries looked down 
upon them; one feels the centuries, and ac- 
knowledges the persistency of the Pyra- 
mids. But it is the memory and the imag- 
ination of the beholder that make these 
monuments great; in themselves they are 


showing war captives in their bonds. 


trivial heaps of stones. There is some 
science in them, but little art; a simple geo- 
metrical figure, like a child's house of 
stocks or cards; rocks heaped upon rocks 
m dull precision and array, but with no de- 
sign, no adult sense of beauty—only a prim- 
itive fetichism of number and size. It is not 
fivilization yet; it is barbarism. 
What the Pyramids reveal is the solid or- 
ganization of a state that could command a 
hundred thousand workmen to carry stones 
for twenty years; a savage power reaching 
for its ends through blood and suffering 
without a qualm. The ancient inscriptions 
show us the “Great House” of government 
in which these works were planned and 
from which the nation was ruled. In this 
Great House (which the Weyptians called 
Per and the Hebrews Pharaoh) the king 
lived with his harem and his attendants—

(Copyright, 1927, by the Metropolitan Newspaper 
Service, New York.) | 


wig-makers, perfumerg, launderers, bleach- 


ers, guardians of the imperial wardrobe, aud 


other dignitaries. One tomb describes its 


occupant as “Overseer of the cosmetic box, | 


overseer of the cosmetic pencil, sandal-bear- 
er to the king, doing in the matter of the 
king’s sandals to the satisfaction of his 
lord.“ 

Chief aide to the king was the prime 
minister or vizier; and under him in every 
province were al governors who com- 
bined the functions of administrator and 
judge. Here, 3000 years before Christ, law 
reached its earliest formulation; we know 
that a highly elaborate code of legislation 
existed; though it has perished utterly. The 
oldest legal document in the world is a 
written brief, preserved in the Berlin Mu- 
seum, and presenting to a court a complex 
case in inheritance. Judges apparently re- 


quired all cases to be offered not in oratory 
but in writing—which compares favorably 


enough with our windy litigation. Add to 
these judges a host of scribes or secretar- 
les, a parade of soldiers, and an army of 
tax-gatherers (all pictured for us on the 
monuments,) and we distinguish the. out- 
lines of the oldest state in history. 

Those early dynasties (III-VIII) consti- 
tute the Old Kingdom: it is the age of or- 
ganization, pyramids, and chieftains made 
powerful with weapons harder than any 
that men had known before. 

The great figures of the Empire are a 
warrior and a philosopher. Thutmose III. 
who maintained himself on the throne 
throughout the first fifty-four years of the 
fifteenth century B. C. pushed his armies 
ruthlessly into Asia Minor, won the Battle 
of Megiddo, and subjected Syria and Pales- 
tine fo Egyptian rule. Napoleon, attempting 
the same campaign in 1799, failed. 

Then, after an interlude of colorless 
kings, we come out of a forest of names and 
dates upon the bright and romantic figure 
of Iknaton. A splendid portrait-bust of him, 
discovered on the site of his ancient capi 
tal Ahketaton, reveals to us the first dis- 
tinct personality in Egyptian history, It is 
a profile of incredible delicacy for the in- 


fancy of art; a face almost feminine in its 


softness, and poetic in its idealistic senst- 
tivity. Only such a man could have 
dreamed of the audacious revolution which 
Iknaton, in the face of a reactionary priest- 


hood, struggled to bring about in the relig- 


jous and moral life of his people.
